In response to the Final-Office Action dated 08/25/2006, applicant argues: 

(1) The cited excerpt has nothing to do with determining if a new set of requirements for an application includes changes 
from an initial set of requirements [p. 5]; and 

(2) The cited passages say noting about generating a second dynamic component to replace the first dynamic 
component [p. 5]. 

In response to argument (1), examiner respectfully disagrees and submits that Boloker teaches automatic adaptation of 
the applications based user preferences [p. 5, paragraph 0082]. The user preferences in Boloker meets the recited requirements 
and because the multi-modal browser in Boloker use the best possible combination of interface modalities based on the user's 
current preferences, needs and abilities [p. 5, paragraph 0081]. 

As to argument (2), examiner disagrees and submits that Boloker teaches the update of the multi-modal shell can include 
the generation of a voice module at adaptation by the interaction logic layer and customization [p. 12, paragraph 0145]. Boloker 
generates an update multi-modal shell that includes the voice module to replace the first multi-modal shell. 
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
